Keen discussion following his 
addrçsg centred around such que», 
lions as. "Whal is a true scion.ee." 
"Should history be considered a a cl- 
enoe?" "Psychology?" and the gen- 
oral attitude lhal should he adopt- 
towards Hie seeking after the ul- 
tima le Truth. Professors Caldwell 
and Mlckson, of the department of 
Philosophy taking differing attitudes 
towards some of these debatable 
questions . 

Or. Eve i n his opening remarks 
pointed out Hie fact thai while phi- 
losophy owes much to science, a™ 1 
science to philosophy, few men who 
know pluloHupJhy uan speak about 
.science, and vice versa. 

lie himself, ho said, would he ,n- 
ulined to divide philosophy Into three 
kinds. Ideal, Critical, and Natural . 
Natural philosophy, the older and 
tool 1er' name Cor physics, way his 
own subject, Meal philosophy waa 
summed up In ;he definitive of Dr. 
McTaggari, whose idealism, postul- 
ated thai nothing exists but spirit. 
This idea was all divorced from the 
scientific point of view, the utler 
lack of harmony giving us point of 
contact at ali, just as two tuiiJi:;: 
forks hare lo be In close accord be- 
fore one can rcsona'c with the other. 

One famous definitive of meta- 
physics lt» that it provides n bad 
reason for what everyone know? by 
instinct, nut that, on close analys- 
is brings out the fact that Instinct 
itsolf i» very unreliable. In ih» 
same way science was built on the 
expectation (hat rela"ve :dvas would 
occur. The test of 'ruth in all eases 
I- "Does it work". The sc. enlist'-; 
position was very similar lo that of 
a captain on his coring tower sur- 
rounded by his ypcakins trumpets 
a"d telegraph?, receiving countless 1 
messages which 11 was his duty to 
sort out and co-ordinate into a (In- 
finite plan. In other word", the 
scientist's duty wa-s first that of 
groping, and Ihen of grouping. In 
building a house the first thins was 
to gather the materials. This was

The Cleat •Mother or Hie Mother 
of the (iods, tig she was variously 
known, was believed to be the spirit 
which brought about productivity 
of the earth. She is usually shown 
driving a team of llon s which repre- 
sents her power over the tilings of 
nature. Though originally an earth 
Goddess .she wa E in time transferred 
from earth t.> heaven and beoame a 
sky Godde*. 

With The Great Mother i s asso- 
ciated th u . riod Attis who dies and 
Is resurrected, representing the ro 
tation of the seasons. lie too W&s 
taken lo heaven with a,ll the attri- 
butes of a sungod, lie acted as me- 
diator between men and the Great 
.Mother; h R sees that justice is done 
and. If convinced of the truth of Hie 
votary grants eternal life.

his facts and building up his the- 
ories. Just as any house newly bulit 
Invariably needs - alterations and ad- 
justments, so any theory newly for- 
mulated needs changing, readjusting 
and in some ease s tearing down and 
rebui ding. The speaker emphasized 
the point that the mere gathering 
of tacts no more constitutes n sci- 
ence than a heap of bricks doe s :i 
house. 

In his definition of a science the 
speaker raised a point to which some 
exception was taken later on. The 
chief test for a science he said, was 
Its "repeatability." "The experi- 
ments must be aible to he repeated 
and an accurate idea of what will 
take place lie possible. In the same 
way that we forcte'l the rise of the 
sun in the morninj. by Hie way In 
which we have seen it rise in the 
past." Following out this line of 
reasoning. Dr, Eve had Hi" opinion 
tiia' psychoanalysis, psychology, and 
some of the division» of bio'o'ify 
could not ct.y cuiiio iind •;• th.. 
élu»! il'icatloii of .l'icncis. Those all 
sit lie Hie difficulty of fi;r,eatii|)i|ity, 

A point that aroused some dlseus- 
cilSBlon was whether. it from pas', 
events it is possible, to prophecy fu - 
ture events, is M possible to reason 
backwards and discover what past 
events have been. Many people .arc 
of the opinion that it is no. 

A groat limitation of natural sci- 
once is thai it must conform with re- 
ality. This Is not the, case with mn- 
thoniatics, as It is quite possible to 
suppose some phenomenon, and cal- 
culate what would happen under such 
and such circumstances. This is not 
the case with a. nn.tural science, whose 
only crllorlm in "Doch it • 



Great ceremony was observed in 
the transporta! on of the stone to 
Italy.

Perhaps the greatest limitation of 
science Is. however, the fact, l'un you 
can only explain facts wilh known 
facts- This presents science from ever 
■being ifble to .solve the question of 
I'ltlmalp Truth. There will always bo 
one stop further which Is unknown. 

In much scientific work one must 
deal with Infinity. The question of 
space may conceivably be answered 
in I lie way that Hie riddles of the 
world were- solved to our ancestors, 
that If nrte started out in a certain 
direction in space, one would event- 
ually Ibid oneself back at the starting 
pn.ee. coming from the opposite direc- 
tion. 

In closing Dr. Eve briefly discussed 
and .lamer.' geometrical expia nation 
the questions of the cycle of events, 
of energy mid matters "However no- 
thing in geometry can explain the es- 
sential différence between the eloc- 
Iron and the proton" ho said.

Un,.- 0 r the rites of the Cult was 
the Laurokolium. or baptism of blood 
A large trench was dug wilh sa\vss 
lcad|n 3 down into it. Over the top 
were placed boards with holes bored 
in them. The person to be baptised 
stood in the pit. while a Hull was- 
led onto the boards. The bull's throat 
was then cut and the blood poured 
through Ihe holes in the boards onto 
the person beneath. This rite was 
believed to be a purification of the 
soul and the person io purified was 
said lo have been "born again". 

The temple of the Great Mother 
built in 1'Jl F.I. C. The Laurokolium 
was on the sight now occupied by 
St Peter's Basilica. 

Dean baing thon showed a num- 
ber of slices of the Goddess and of 
some of the rites observed in her 
worship, fine slide shown was that 
or a small statuette of the Goddess: 
Is's in Ihe MoGill Museum. Thv 
slide was presented to Dean l.alng 
by Mr. C. Morgan.

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MENCKEN IN ACTION. 



Henry Mencken, editor of the "American Mercury," and cor- 
i;| respondent fo r the "'Baltimore Evening Sun." a critic who is term-, 
ed by "The New Student" as "Peck's bad boy among American 
critics." has started a li|ltlc War of his own down in Baltimore, by 
his scathing critici'sm of Johns Hopkins University. It is not the 
• first lime thai Mencken has precipitated hostilities between him- 
self and the people of his own nation, and if we cannot always con- 
cede his critical judgment lo be the best we can admire his courage 
in the field of literary battles. 

Johns Hopkins, (the celebrated medical school, has tumbled 
far into the dusl, according to Mencken's way of thinking, since the 
days when Gilman was President, and the faculty was composed 
of Amcrcia's mosf promising young scientists. T he best men have 
left, he says, into "a beautiful but hollow shell." After describing 
the type of men who once worked at the University he laments (that 
such men. for a decade past, have been regarding Johns Hopkins 
j ."with increasing sniffishness." The type of people who now'study 
« there he describes as "morons, country schoolmarms, nascent real- 
tors." "It (the University) has passed the hajt so often of late that 
'the rich Babbits of (ho country arc probably tired of hearing of it 
— most of this money has gone fo r building, not a university, bu,t a 
sort of glorified Y.M.C.A. dormitory, largely peopled, I believe, 
*by young' gentlemen who will consecrate thomaclvcs, on getting 
.their degrees, to the mortgage bond business and the development 
of refined suburbs." t 

A rcpoitcr of the "Johns Hopkins News Letter" took the ar- 
ticle containing Mencken's criticism around to seven Johns Hop- 
kins professors. Four of them declined to say anything on the sub- 
joct. Three of them stormed', protested and bravely permitted 
.-'themselves jto be quoted as having said: 

"Why, Mencken doesn't know any more about Johns Hop- 
kins University than a cow does about the intricacies of music. If 
he would come out with sonic re»l facts we should be glad to listen 
lo him. Mencken does not know six men in Johns Hopkins, and 
probably never set foot in the place." The second professor fear- 
lessly contended that "he doesn't know what he is talking about," 
and the third mildly deprecated Mencken's seeming criticism of 
President Goodnow, who at present guides the destinies of the fa- 
mous University.

comes a revulsion, and the barriers of sentiment are broken down, 
and men once more resume their search for Truth.

Modern Tendency 
Of College Life

Olio rond» n greàl 'deal those dayi 
about American College lif«. It is 
rarely possible to turn over iho pages 
of a current periodical without find- 
ing, something on this subject, treat, 
ed under many heading!), approached 
from many unexpected view points. 
The subjects Invariably centre upon 
university sludents. because they are 
representative nf (he Amcrica.ii youth 
of to-day, of the men and women of 
tomorrow, and because their actions 
fairly reveal Hie lendene'es of this 
vast continent. It is interesting to 
review several questions and attltlldos 
upon tills subject. 

.Many wriler H feel that the unlvcr- 
«ll os fall to satisfy the requirements 
of ii sound education. Ilouglily they 
iloflne such an education to be Mine- 
tiling that fits young men and -women 
with n sense of honour, a sense of 
proportion, good citizenship and the 
faculty to draw out What s good In 
pa M history and our civilization with 
which they may construct, a heller 
order. To fulfil such requirements 
would be little short »f ideal. Not 
only are the prêtent systems In 
colleges inadequate both from a 
slaildpo'nt of time and studies. but 
also the students are hindered by 
inaniroid diversions, such as too 
many activities, lures nf. the big 
cities, useless Indoor pastimes and so 
in. One writer n the Saturday 
fiyening Post figured It out that it 
Harvard a four year Arts course, boll- 
•d down lo twenty one months when 
.•a cations. .Sundays and haJf holl- 
Inys weiT taken Into consideration. 

Assuring that the average stiiient 
vorks consistently during th s lapse 
,r time, it i« difficult m understand 
low ho can graduate with any sn-l of 
■ r education. During a college term 
a year, he is crammed full of facts 
tril principle* wh'ch he very soon 
Hid deliberately forgets once through 
college. Of course, thin Is generally 
he failli of the man himself. Yet 
îven so, if he done his best, he comes 
QUI of the mill with the same stamp 
of similarity ns thousand^ of other 
men. 

From abroad the usual criticism 
cast at at American education is 
that it falls to develop individuality 
and thoroughness. This may he true. 
To Europe, however, they arc not 
faced with the problems of a new 
nation— a new world— and a larga 
one at that. The American dial of 
encouraging higher education l'or all 
is a noble one. Again we are attack- 
ed (or lack of rcverance and respect

Ah regards college sports and 1 
activities, they present a serious 
problem. No one. denies the benefits

the time and objects of every student. 
Many students do not seem capable 
of choosing the rghl ones and a 
sufficient number for their own 
needs. 

This is a lamentable fart. If the 
student cannot chooRo for himself, 
the faculty must do ir for him. This, 
however would bo placing very little 

confidence in the nbili-tyv of each and 

.nt mv. -.-ii, ., v yr*m 

every man. To let a man do his own 
choosing is certainly part of his 
training. He. should, however, be 
moro forcibly shown the scope and 
Pit-falls of un versity life when a 
freshman. 

With the many benefits that the 
environment of a.cltj; a Ives „to a 
uni vVrsIiy... there a rot also,' nn /-qual 
number of most undesirable features. 
The accompanying erase, for oxclte- 
raoni Is Inev table. There again It is 
best for the student to deal with 
those problems hlmseir. The man 
who avoid* these tendencies through 
regulations is little better off with his 
enforced confinements; the man who 
avoids them (or h niself is infinitely 
better off. He is 'l hé 'man. after all. 
that the college is trying to encour- 
age. 

As has been said the apparent 
lack of respect of youth for parent 
is much deprecated. Undoubtedly the 
parent Is often living th; past, and Is 
unablo to comprehend the present. 
Nevertheless U doos seem pitiable that 
wo.hoj-e.n'o^moj-* jjlg'àity and hearing 
about us. Howevor, certain ten- 
dencies and propensities are inevit- 
able. No dlreot measurvs of control 
can ever divert or stop them. By 
fowtering the simple principles of 
honour and sportsmanship. the 
university can fortunately do moro 
to re-dlreot these objectionable 
features than anything else an earth.

Fifth; It will bring tho college 
spirit back. The greatest college spi- 
rit Is In universities with dormitories. 

Sixth. Hy feeding one hundred and 
twenty on (his plan it will -give the 
cafeteria a chance to take on new pa- 
tron». 

Outlning the benefits derived from 
the plan, Pierre divided them into two 
classes, those benefiting tje student, 
those benefiting lh c Union. For ihe 
student the plan would mean three 
meals a day,' money saved; ' quicker 
sendee; waitress' service (platter 
service); pleasing variety. For the 
Union the plan would mean guaran- 
teed income; stability, and relief of 
nonn-tlm e congestion.

That 
such theory Is at utter variance with 
the bible story of man's creation is 
incapable of successful controdictlon. 

Three years ago the Kentucky lOgis 
lature defeated by one vote a meas 
me like the one Just passed in Ten- 
nessee. In North Carolina, a. year ago 
the Governor and Board of 'Education 
issued an edict that the (Darwinian 
theory should not be taught by State 
supported institutions and a bill to 
that .effect in before the legislature 
(New Student Feb. 31.) The. Florida 
legislature In 1023 passed a resolution 
against such teaching. Many other 
states have Introduced similar bills

The story of the relation of Alsace- 
Lorraine to Franco is one ot the most 
dramatic in the world's history. For 
many decades there ha* been an ar- 
dent loyalty to the mother country, 
and nearly fifty years of German 
domination failed 10 stifle the devo- 
tion to French ideals so characteristic 
of t be people, innumerable instances 
are related of «acrlticc to the cause 
of union. A Catholic clergy wa 3 un- 
tiring in its efforts to keep alive in 
the masses the spark of hope for a re- 
newal of Intimate contact between the 
two peoples. 

Willi the conclusion of the Great 
War came the realization of all 
these hopes and the opening of Uie 
Kolden chapter in the life of the AI 
sncicns-Uorrains. An a mtila»nmtloil 
almost without parraHcl was brought 
about. m the months immediately 
following the reunion, there were un 
avoidable misunderstandings, both be 
cause of the long separation and the 
lack of easy means of communication 
with the French capital, but at no 
time. wh.s tbere any serlou« friction 
Mutual concessions resulted In tho pas 
snge of many ln.wn without preliminary 
pufilic discussion. Tndccd it is said by 
competent judges that the single pur 
liamcnt of 1019-21 accomplished, under 
conditions sometimes extremely difN 
cult, a le.glsla.llvo and administrative 
aesimtlation of a scope probably with- 
out paralel in parliamentary annuls 

Into the very vitals of this union, 
the Horriot government hurled a m In 
leterial missive which threatens to 
undo all that has been accomplished 
As a mayor, who was among tbe mosl 
ardent of French patriots during the 
war, recenty declared: "France Is 
committing suicide in Alsucc!" The 
trouble began last June when the 
ministry, throwing t net. to Iho wind.t, 
announced the ro-pict and total unltl- 



cation of all laws and institutions. 
The resentment aroused by this de- 
claration has been aggravated by the 
recent suppression of the French em- 
bassy to the Vatican, literally divid- 
ing the nation Into t wo districts. 
The people of Alsace and Lorraine, 
citorratlng their loyalty to France, 
have in enormous public demonstra-. 
tion'fi announced their firm resolve to 
resist measures designed to interfere 
witb their religious, and political free- 
dom as citizens ol the Republic. Rep- 
resentative of the feeling against the 
present regime and the proposed 
changes is a protest Issued by tho 
C.cncral Council of that portion of 
Alsace which was occupied by French 
soldiers from August 7. 3914 on: 

Thousands of French soldiers fell 
upon thc,battlcfield.s of Alsace. Our 
people know full well that these mar- 
tyrs did not give up their llvc s to 
permit a band of fanatics to violate 
our loyal and pious province. To Iho 
soldiers who died in Alsace and who 
sleep their last . sleep in our moun- 
tains, we. cry— 'Up ye dead!' " 

While it is difficult for Amcrcans to 
understand completely the reasons 
tor M. Harriot's action, It must bc ap 
parent at lca*t that the step was un 
wise. Tlie fact that Protestants, 
.Tows, and' Catholics of the Province 
arc united in their determination and 
tliat roligious strife has been roncwod 
ahould bc sufflc'cnt cause for con- 
demnation both of the new policy and 
of the abrupt termination of Papal re 
latlons. As a general thing, the acts 
of the prosent ministry have been 
wise" and have tended to promote the 
Interests of local and world peace. 
The move affecting Alsace-Lorraine is 
In direct contradiction to this. It bears 
a.11 the earmarks of an uncalled-for 
tyranny.— Mï^igan Dally.
